Notwithsianding the report that Deer- 
foot was one, Col. Herchmer carried out 
his Original idea ot making a thorough 
search of the Blackfoot camp and thor- 
oughly examined every lolge, but found 
no trace of the man, There was a great 
change in the manner of the Indians op 
this occasion Heretofore they have been 
in the habit of treating the I'elice in a 
petronizing manper when they visited the 
reserve. This time, however, they exhib- 
ited a good deal of alarm and did not ven- 
tere on taking any liberties with the 
Police, Chief Crowfoot was sullen and 
dejected After the search Coil. Herchmer 
sent for him. When be appeared he 
looked very solemn and ill-humered, He 
intimated that be did not like the Police 
to come Toty Tis camp and search without 
his permission, The Colonel rather star- 
tled the old chiet by hia empbatic reply. 
He said the Police would search the camp 
every time they wanted a man and would 
take any one they wanted. He lectared 
Crow/oot in regard to the number of thefts 
thut had been counnitted off the reserve 
by his ludians aod told him to warn them 
that hereafter they will, when found off
